GENERAL  REMARKS. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  or  plague  have  originated  on 
or  were  brought  to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  health  of  the  employees  remained  good  during  the  month. 
The  number  of  names  on  the  rolls  for  the  preceding  month  was 
36,564. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
1,127,  a  rate  of  369.87  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  307,28  for 
the  preceding  month,  and  381.09  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  14;  of  these,  11 
died  from  disease,  or  3.61  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  2.43  for 
the  preceding  month,  and  3.28  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.39,  compared  with  9.95 
for  the  preceding  month,  and  11.69  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  total  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters,  was 
81.61,  compared  with  33.64  for  last  month,  and  91  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year,  and  the  total  noneffective  rate  1.47, 
compared  with  0.97  for  last  month,  and  1.62  for  June,  1914.  The 
diseases  next  to  malaria  causing  the  highest  admission  rates,  in  the 
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order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were  ^^enereal  diseases,  dis- 
eases of  the  digestive,  respiratory,  and  nervous  systems.  These 
five  classes  of  diseases  caused  60  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to 
hospitals. 

The  admission  rate  for  typhoid  fever  was  0.33,  while  there  were 
no  admissions  for  the  previous  month  nor  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year. 

EFFECTS   OF   RACE. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  the  death  rate  for  disease  for 
black  employees  were  200.66  and  3.77  per  thousand*  as  compared 
with  427.04  and  2.52  for  white  employees.  The  noneffective  rate 
for  disease  and  injuries  for  black  employees  per  thousand  was  8.70, 
as  compared  with  21.78  for  white  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was' 
67. 14  per  thousand  for  blacks,  as  compared  with  199.62  for  whites. 

The  death  rate  among  Americans  was  2.87,  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  20.91  for  Europeans.  The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  for 
disease  for  the  latter  was  1,275.26  compared  with  281.68  for  Ameri- 
cans. The  admission  rate  for  malaria  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
878.05  for  Europeans,  as  compared  with  106.35  for  Americans. 
The  number  of  Europeans  on  the  rolls  is  so  small  at  present,  that 
no  comparisons  will  be  made  in  future. 

Deportations. 

There  were  13  deportations  accomplished  during  the  month;  3 
employees  and  10  nonemployees;  all  of  which  were  for  disease. 

Canal  Zone. 

The  population  of  the  Canal  Zone  is  34,657  among  whom  there  was 
a  total  of  41  deaths;  of  these  38  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a 
rate  of  13.15  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  10.41  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  9.22  for  the  corresponding  mon^h  of  last  year.  Of  the 
total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  was  63, 
compared  with  60  last  month. 

There  were  44  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  15.23  per  thousand. 
Of  these  births  9  were  white  and  35  of  colored  children.  There 
were  20  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  2  white  and  18 
colored,  giving  an  infant  mortality  of' 222  for  white  and  514  for 
colored  children  with  a  general  average  of  455.  The  percentage  of 
stillbirths  to  total  births  wa^  8. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  60,373,  among  whom  there  was  a 
total  of  171  deaths;  of  these  165  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a 
rate  of  32.80  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  25.24  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  38.16  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the 
total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was 


56,  compared  with  63  last  month.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
showing  an  increase  as  compared  with  May  were:  Tuberculosis,  23, 
^  compared  with  16  for  the  preceding  month;  dysentary,  3,  aj9 
against  none  last  month;  pneumonia,  27,  as  compared  with  22  for 

There  were  255  births  reported,  giAdng  a  rate  of  50.68  per 
thousand.  The  infant  mortality  was  259  per  thousand.  The  per- 
centage of  stillbirths  to  total  births  was  8. 

Colon. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  29,331,  among  whom  there  were  48 
deaths;  of  these  45  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  18.41 
as  compared  with  18  for  the  preceding  month  and  26.10  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease 
the  percentage  under  5  years  was  51  compared  with  37  last  month. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  showing  an  increase  as  compared 
with  May  were:  Dysentery,  1,  as  against  none  for  May;  malarial 
fever,  1,  as  compared  with  none  for  the  preceding  month;  pneu- 
monia, 3,  as  compared  with  2  for  last  month. 

There  were  61  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  24.96  per  thousand. 
The  infant  mortality  was  280  per  thousand.  The  percentage  of 
stillbirths  to  total  births  was  8. 

HOSPITAL  DIVISION. 

Ancon  Hospital. 

During  the  month  the  average  number  of  patients  constantly  in 
hospital  was  513.26.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in  hospital, 
proper,  was  $1,907  gross,  and  $0,927  net.  The  per  capita  cost  of 
patients  in  the  insane  asylum  was  $0,498. 

INSANE    DEPARTMENT. 

There  were  18  admissions,  including  a  retransfer  from  Ancon 
Hospital,  during  the  month;  and  15  discharges,  included  in  the 
latter  being  7  deportations  to  Jamaica  and  4  to  Barbados. 

Male  patients  continue  to  be  occupied  in  grading  the  grounds 
and  tilUng  the  farm,  while  quite  a  few  others  assist  m  the  upkeep 
of  the  institution,  e.  g.,  kitchen,  storehouse,  ward  work,  etc. 

The  laundry  and  sewing-room  provides  employment,  as  hereto- 
fore, for  a  considerable  number  of  the  female  patients,  and  the 
work  they  do  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  physical  well  being  of  both  patients  and  employees  has  been 
very  good  during  the  month. 

The  dumb-waiter  leading  from  the  kitchen  to  the  female  dining 
hall  has  been  completed,  and  the  roofs  of  some  of  the  buildings 
have  been  painted,  leaving  the  completion  of  the  painting,  and 
the  erection  of  the  fence  to  wind  up  the  work  to  be  done  by  the 
constructing  quartermaster. 


CHRONIC    WARD. 


There  were  26.70  chronic  and  incurable  patients  constantly 
cared  for  during  the  month.  The  cost  per  patient  per  day  was 
$0,258. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 

COLON   HOSPITAL. 

The  average  number  of  employees  constantly  sick  was  25.85. 
The  average  number  of  days'  treatment  per  employee  was  7.87. 
The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  was  $2.12  gross  and  $1.27  net. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  56,  as  compared  with  51  for  the  preceding  month.  The  per 
capita  cost  per  patient  was  $1.36. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

During  the  month  a  total  of  1,362  patients  was  treated,  19  less 
than  for  the  preceding  month.  The  daily  average  of  patients  in 
hospital  was  440,  as  compared  with  456  for  May,  and  the  total  num- 
ber of  hospital  days  was  13,208,  as  compared  with  14,147  for  the 
preceding  month.  A  total  of  79  deaths  have  occurred,  with  tuber- 
culosis, diarrhea,  diseases  of  the  liver,  and  pneumonia  the  chief 
causes  in  the  order  named. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVI. 

District  Dispensaries. 

The  dispensary  having  the  highest  admission  rate  for  malaria  was 
Gatun  with  an  average  weekly  percentage  of  0.71;  that  having  the 
lowest  was  Balboa,  with  a  percentage  of  0.04.

SANITATION— PAN  AM  A . 

■  The  malarial  incidence  for  the  city  continues  extremely  low, 
and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  month. 

The  weekly  hospital  admission  rate  for  Santo  Tomas  and  Ancon 
hospitals  gives  the  weekly  average  of  0,01  for  this  disease.  This 
is  quite  remarkable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  practically  the  entire 
population  of  the  city  live  in  unscreened  houses,  and  also  consid- 
ering the  seasonal  conditions,  the  wet  season  being  well  inaugu- 
rated. These  favorable  conditions  Likewise  prevailed  diu'ing  the 
month  of  May. 

The  control  of  anopheles  breeding  for  the  city  and  suburbs  is 
now  well  in  hand. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  month  to  close  three  bakeries 
of  the  city,  and  the  use  of  the  building  for  such  purpose  prohib- 
ited. Owners  of  bakeries  have  been  urged  to  maintain  a  higher 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  their  establishments,  which  is  producing 
desired  results. 

Venders  of  fruit  have  been  brought  under  supervision  and 
warned  against  the  exposing  to  dust  and  flies  cut  fruits,  such  as 
pineapples,  melons,  etc.,  it  being  necessary  to  impose  fines  in 
several  instances. 

In  the  city  plazas  there  have  been  established,  for  the  use  of  the 
public,  self-closing  gaibage  cans  for  the  deposit  of  rubbish,  papers, 
etc. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  toward  placing  in  good  condi- 
tion the  sidewalks  throughout  the  city,  and  a  large  amount  of  work 
was  undertaken  and  is  now  under  way.

QUARANTINE  SERVICE. 

Quarantine  conditions  on  the  West  Coast  have  shown  little  change 
except  for  some  reported, improvement  in  Guayaquil,  Ecuador. 

A  large  increase  of  mosquitoes  is  reported  at  Corinto,  Nicaragua, 
and  a  number  of  specimens  sent  from  the  port  proved  to  be  largely 
etegomyia. 

~  During  the  month  24  inspections  were  made  along  the  water 
front  at  Balboa  and  47  inspections  of  vessels  at  docks  at  this  port. 

On  the  Atlantic  side  a  number  of  such  inspections  were  likewise 
made  and  a  daily  water  front  inspection  service  will  be  instituted 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

The  number  of  vessels  received  on  the  Atlantic  side,  138,  is  the 
highest  number  for  either  terminal  for  any  month. 

The  problem  of  vessels  passing  through  the  canal  "in  quaran- 
tine'*' is  proceeding  more  smoothly  than  at  first  and  is  being 
adjusted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  construction  work  at  Balboa  Quarantine  is  progressing  very 
slowly,  but  the  contractor  has  assured  this  office  that  passengers 
can  be  handled  at  the  boat  landing  by  the  third  week  in  July.
